This morning I sang some medieval English church music at a tiny Catholic 
church on Fisherman's Wharf in San Francisco. While having lunch on the 
wharf afterward, I noticed that the Pompanito was now moored there. After 
checking that my car hadn't been towed from its choice parking spot, I took 
the tour of this WWII diesel submarine. 


If you are in San Francisco, I highly recommend the tour. It costs $5 and 
includes an audio tour reciever. Each compartment has a separate story. 
The narration sounds as if it's being read by someone who served on one fo 
these ships, which is doubly interesting. 


And now for the part you are all doubtless waiting breathlessly for--the 
radios! The tour proceeds from stern to bow, so the first one I saw was in 
the mess-a Scott low oscillator raidation general coverage unit. sorry, 
I've forgotten the designation. 


A bit farther forward was the radio room, and the first thing I saw was an 
RAO (maybe -3, like mine). It's a little weird to see a radio I own 
installed as it was for real service in a warship. There was also a 
typewriter with a buch of extra mechanics in its back section, presumably a 
code de-scrambler. The rest of the gear was farther in and as the room was 
blocked off I couldn't see what it was. 


The ship is very nicely kept, and the tour narration is great. I don't 
know if it's seaworthy or not. It sure was crowded on one of those 


boats...much better for shorter people than my 6'2" size.

A week or so ago there some posts concerning the WRR-2. This is a reply I 
got from list member John Kolb which he asked to be fwd to BA. My question 
followed by John's post. 


> Just a request for info kinda post. I remember the WRR-2 receivers 


> 14/15,WRT-1/2 GRC-27, 106, URC9-SRC20/21 etc. Were the behemoth Nationals 
> part of a trial for radio RX stability on the cusp of technology?? We 
> passed from R390As to R1051s in order to deal with frequency/clock accuracy 


We had one WRR-2 in the main transmitter room of the USS Oklahoma 
City in 1964/65- I sat in front of it for most of two years. The 
Oky City was the Com 7th Fleet flagship at the time, with LOTS of 


comm capability. Used it on a SSB voice circuit which the transmitter 
room staff (both of us) monitored while tuning trnasmitters. 

Radio Central had a pair of FRR-39 (rack with 2 R-390's and 2 CV-157's) 
used for mux TTY circuits and a few R-390s and SRR-13's. Had a TCS in 
Radio 3 and bunches of VHF/UHF stuff in Radio 2. 


The 1 Hz or better freq accuracy of the WRR-2 may have been required 
for the voice crypto gear sometimes used on the circuit. 


The WRR-2 was pretty reliable, although we sometimes blew the front panel 
fuse in the antenna circuit - well, we lit floresent tubes with our 
receiving antenna, radiating > 1 kw hf continously, no more then 500 ft 
from the rx antenna. 


In the early 60's, the Navy was using point to point multiplexed TTY 
circuits for commands such as ours, linking us directly with a shore 
communications station - 1500 msgs/day addressed to us. These bcsts 
were a number of 85 Hz shift TTY lines multliplexed into a single 

3 kHz audio signal. These had to be tuned with an accuracy of greater 
than 10 Hz. These signals could be copied with a R-390 and a CV-157 
by inserting a pilot tone to lock to, but the WRR-2 would be 

a much better way to copy them, and undoubtly what the WRR-2 was 
designed for. 


In 1965, went aboard the USS Morton, DD-948 (no jokes about old salts, 
please) which was being rebuilt from the main deck up. The hf receivers 
installed were R-1051's for the general fleet mux broadcast to be started 
in 1966, and R-390's with dual CV-591's for SSB, TTY, AM and CW. 


John Kolb KK6IL 
This is another answer to the same questions....... 


In the early sixties I worked for Arvin Military Electronics Systems 
Division in Columbus Ind. During the time that I worked there I was a 
technician on various modules and the final acceptance when the navy came 
around for their look before shipping. This radio was an original design 
by National and then was produced by Arvin.I do not know if there were 
other companies that built them or not. There were two versions, one for 
rack mounting and one for table top mounting. The receivers were the same 
, just different styles of mounting. 

This was the first and as far as I know the only tube type synthesize 
receiver built.It used 64 tubes and was very accurate on the Frequency 
readout. The reading could be read out to 10 cycles, Which at the time 
was unheard of for any type of receiver. 


WE were told that these were to be the prime receivers for nuclear 
subs, and that the accuracy was needed so that they could sneak up an 


antenna through the ice and receive an encrypted signal on both sidebands 
at the same time, pull the antenna down and be gone. This required very 
good freq accuracy because they were after the least amount of time with 
an ant exposed through the ice. 


They were indeed very stable, if I remember correctly the master 1 mc 
oscillator was not allowed to drift more that .02 cycles in a 24 hour 
period.> The bottom deck contained all of the rf and put out an 80kc 
signal(I think, it's been a long time) and the upper deck contained one 
module for cw and am transmissions and there were two separate modules 
for sideband reception. One for lower and one for upper. 


I hope this answers some of your questions about the receiver. At the 
time there was nothing better available and a lot of time was spent 
running it around the ham bands and short wave broadcast bands during 
lunch, breaks and possibly during times we were supposed to be 
working. (but who cares now)

A while back I bought a DX-60B that didn't work, after seeing the 
soldering inside, I knew it had to be redone. I found three cases of 
cold solder joints and seven places where solder never touched the part. 
After repairing all the joints, the unit still wouldn't work, all tubes 
lite up and no smoke, but when keyed, the plate meter would peg and no 
power out was seen. Upon examining the final tube wiring, I noticed that 
cathode resistor R-13 looked somewhat newer than the original. It was, 


and the wrong value at that, someone had replaced the original 8.2 ohm 
with a 15k, no wonder the meter pegged. Alas, some RF coming out, but 
not consistent, sometimes power and sometimes not. Checked and 
re-neutralized the final, slight improvement, still no good. Next, 
checked the oscillator section, plate and screen voltages seem low on 
V-1 (6CL6), found R-4, R-5 and R-28 to be a little high. Replaced them, 
again better, but not the fix. Went to the drive level control pot and 
cleaned it, everything is getting better, but occasionally, the 
transmitter won't key up, If it won't key, sometimes I can place my 
finger on the crystal and it will take off. Does this have something to 
do with the capacitance in the oscillator circuit? I have run out of 
ideas. 


BTW, I heard WOCAB on 3885kc the other evening running a modified DX-60 
into a homebrew 4-250th amp an I new I had the get mine running, man 
what a signal, his audio sounded great. Anyone know how he modified it? 
Also, has anyone installed PTT into this transmitter. I have already 
changed the mic connector to a two pin offset like my Globe king 500 and 
my 32V-3 and 

diode tapped the 6.3 volt AC line and filter capped it for a relay.
